"The military regime is being con- 


ducted with great smoothness, but re- 
cent investigations' show caution must 
be exercised in dealing with persons 
apparently loyal."

Lady Sarah Wilson, in a dispatch from 


Mafeking, dated March 14, says: 
We 


have received news of the relief of Lady- 
smith, but it serves to increase our dis- 
appointment, as there is no prospect of 
our relief. 
The town remains closeJjr In- 


vested. 
The Boers are reported to be 


very numerous and strongly entrenched 
between us and Colonel Plumer's force. 
Some of the natives are dying of starva- 
tion, owing to their prejudice against 
horseflesh. 


Except for the "unfortunate occur- 


rence," as Lord Roberts calls it, which 
resulted in the killing of Lieutenant 
Lygon and the wounding and capture of 
Lieutenant Colonel Grabbe, Lieutenant 
Colonel Codrington and Captain Trotter, 
the campaign presents no new features. 
The m-ishap to the guards' officers is a 
testimony to their bravery, but not their 
discretion. They met a party of five 
Boers, whom they tried to capture. The 
Boers took refuge on a kopje, where 
three of their comrades were hidden, awl 
within fire minutes every member of the 
British party was hit. 


Mail accounts of the capture of Gen- 


eral Cronje, just received, bring out in- 
teresting points as to the rapidity with 
which Lord Roberts changed his plans 
when he found that General Cronje had 
escaped from Magersfontein, where It 
was originally intended to attack or close 
in upon him. Lord Kitchener was sent 
forward to intercept him, and at the bat- 
tle of Paarde-berg, Lord Kitchener seems 
to have shown that he is better as an 
organizer than as a fighter, for it was at 
his order that the British infantry re- 
peated the blunders of other generals, 
attacking intrenched Boers, who allowed 
the Britishers to get within 1000 yards 
before opening fire. As the British had. 
absolutely no cover, they lost heaviiy 
and uselessly a.nd were compelled to fall 
, back momentarily with some amount 01 
confusion and to withdraw their trans- 
port to a safe distance. 


This fact makes a significant com- 


mentary upon the rumors that have been 
in circulation of some coolness between 
Lord Kitchener and Lord Roberts, which 
is said to have accounted for the fer- 
mer being sent to Prieska to suppress th* 
rebellion.

Griquatou'n was reoccupied Thursday 


by 400 Boc-r^. A column left Kimberley 
Friday to drive them out. It is reported 
that all the loyalists there, including the 
women, have been imprisoned.

Lord Roberts' proclamation in Dutch and 
English.

who had ridden eight or nine miles be- 
yond their camp on the Modder river 
without escort, except one trooper, were 
members of the Johannesburg mounted 
police.

Senator Foraker Would Have It 


Acted Upon as a Distinct 


Measure 


"Washington, March C6.—The Repub- 


lican senators will make another effort 
In caucus, at 4 "p. m. today, to reach an 
agreement upon a line of policy to be 
piu-au -cl with reference to Puerto Rican 
legislation. 


I'revious to the caucus Senator Fora- 


ksr, i\ho is in charge of the legislation, 
expects to secure the a-, ?roval of the 
senate committee on Puerto Rico for the 
separation of the tariff feature from the 
governmental bill with the view of hav- 
ing the senate pass upon the tariff ques- 
tion disconnected from all other features 
o; the subject. The house bill is a tariff 
measure simply, and w"ith the separation 
eJfect>'d the next effort will be to secure 
leilblation upon the basis of the house 
bill. 


The caucus is expected to deal only 


with th"e house bill, and the particular 
Question which the caucus will have to 
decide is whether the house bill shall be 
accepted as it came from the house or be 
amended. There are two contending 
elements on the Republican side of the 
senate, one of which is disposed to de- 
maud that the tariff bill shall stand un- 
&in»naed and the other that it shall be 
displaced by a free trade measure pure 
and sample.

I the bank, were found guilty in the court 


of queen's bench yesterday. The jury 
added a strong recommendation to mercy 
on account of Barker's age.

Baxter presented checks at the bank, 


In which he had no funds. They were 
Initialled by Lemieux, the accountant, 
and cashed by Herbert, the paying teller, 
who held the checks as cash, deceiving 
the president of the bank by loading 
packages of $10 bills with $1 bills in the 
middle. The total amount raised was 
about $50,000, Lemieux and Herbert re- 
ceiving one-third as commission. Her- 
bert turned queen's evidence. Baxter 
did a big note shaving business. He 
«ame to Chicago in the 70s. 


The tariff men are, however, manifest- 


ing a disposition to ma-ke concessions in 
the interest of harmony, and there will 
he little doubt of the modification of the 
bill with the view of placating the free 
traders if there were any certainty of 
securing the concurrence of the house in 
the amendments proposed. 


Regardless of the attitude of the house

tariff, but leaves it optional with the 
legislature to be established in Puerto 
Rico to decide how long the system shall 
continue in 
force. Another proposed 


amendment provides for the continuance 
in force of thp present executive free list 
and its possible enlargement. 


It is consiJered possible that the 


amendments may be adopted, but before 
they are arted upon Senator Foraker will 
in,press upon the caucus the possibility 
of an adverse attitude on the part of the 
house and of a deadlock between the two 
bodies in case the bill is amended. 


The extreme tariff men claim that they 


have votes sufficient to carry the house 
bill unamended. The free traders claim 
1-1 Republican votes in opposition, which 
would be sufficient to defeat the bill. 


Old Time Bank Robber In the Tolls. 


Chicago, March 26.—James Dunlap, one 


of the most notorious safe blowers and 
bank robbers in the country, was ar- 
rested here Saturdas? evening while 
cai rylng & satchel full of safe blowere' 
tools in his hand.

BOER SYMPATHIZERS 


Baltimore, March 26.—An enthu«laatl« 


mass meeting of Boer sympathizers here 
yesterday was addressed by Montagu 
White, representing the Transvaal, and 
Philip L. Wessels of the Orange Free 
Btate. Mr. White said in part: 


"The Dutch simply wont to be let 


alone, to live by fHjemeelves and remain 
a free and independent nation, the same 
as America, i The war is far from being 
ended. Events will follow shortly which 
will startle the world. 


"General Cronje's defeat was nothing 


for the English to be proud of. The Boer 
general was outnumbered ten to one, and 
had it not been for the terrible situation 
he was placed in by the intolerable 
stench of dead horses and mules, which 
was fast breeding disease, Cronje's gal- 
lant band would have been in the 
trenches today." 


Among other things, Mr. Weasel said: 


"I want to emphatically deny that there 
is anything like a religious persecution 
of the Catholics, Jews or any other de- 
nomination- in the Transvaal or the Free 
State. 
The Roman Catholic church is 


one of the most prosperous religious de- 
nominations In South Africa, and, as for 
the Jew1, the 'plum that he hais picked 
out of that country does not appear that 
he has been persecuted.

Frankfort, Ky., March 26.—Th^ POTI- 


Bplracy to assassinate Governor Goebel 
was laid bare by P. Wharton Golden, a 
witness for the prosecution. Golden was 
practically one o£ the conspirators and 
bne\Y many of the details of their plans. 
He is weak, physically, and was on the 
point of collapse s»?veral times during the 
examination. He declared during his 
testimony that "John Powers told me 
that they had two niggers here to kill 
Goebel. They were Hecker Smith and 
Dick Coombs." 


Golden told a story of the events lead- 


Ing up to the murder, that, if substan- 
tiated, will, in the minds of those con- 
nected with the prosecution at least, 
probably go far toward proving the con- 
tentions of the commonwealth that the 
murder was the result of a plan in which 
several prominent men were involved. 
Whether the defense will seek to im- 
peach Golden's testimony In this pre- 
liminary examination Is not known, as 
the attorneys for the defense will not 
talk on the subject, but, unless such at- 
tempt Is made, the commonwealth will" 
rest its case, both'Cousty Attorney Post- 
grove and Attorney Campbell being sat- 
isfied that enough evidence has been 
presented to hold the defendants on the 
charges. 


Golden, who claims to have been a 


friend to Secretary. Powers 
and his 


brother, John Powers, for years, gave 
testimony that was particularly damag- 
ing to John Powers, but he also brought 
in the namss of many others, including 
Charles B'inley, W. H. Culton and Gov- 
ernor Taylor, in his *tory of the bring- 
ing of the mountaineers to Frankfort 
previous to the assassination. 
Gov- 


ernor Taylor, however, was not directly 
implicated, and the attorneys for the 
commonwealth intimated that they do 
not expect to have his name brought 
forth prominently In Uie story of the al- 
leged conspiracy. 


Golden was not cross-examined, and 


adjournment was taken on acoount of 
his physical condition, the witness hav- 
ing a slight hemorrhage, and becoming 
so weak under the strain of the ex- 
amination that he bogged to be allowed 
a respite. 
He was quite nervous at 


times. 
Golden's testimony tended to 


show 
that 
an 
arrangement 
was 


made 
to 
bring 
several 
hundred 


"regular 
mountaineer 
feudists" 
to 


Frankfort, who would, if necessary, as 
Golden expressed it, "go into the legis- 
lative hall and kill off enough Democrats 
to make It our way." 


The testimony did hot show that the 


alleged plot to kill Goebel was part of the 
original plan, nor did it contain the 
names of those who conceived that Idea. 
But the commonwealth sought to show 
l-.y Golden's conversations with various 
people that not only John and Caleb 
Powers, but others, as well, had full 
knowledge of the alleged plan of assas- 
sination. 


If witness Golden really goes on the 


stand for cross-examination today, the 
defense hopes to conclude the examining 
trial tomorrow. 
Golden is the last of 


the prosecution's witnesses, so it has 
been understood. 


It is the general impression'that the de- 


fense may m ~ v e no effort to controvert 
Golden's sta 
nent in trie examining 


trial. 
An examining judge needs to 


have only a reasonable suspicion of g-ullt 
to bind a prisoner over to the grand jury, 
and. 
as it is evident that Judge Moore 


has this, it would be folly for the defense 
to show its hand before the real trial. 


The whole of Golden's testimony tend- 


od to throw suspicion on "Tallow Dick" 
Coombs, a colored barber at BeattyvIIle. 
Coombs says he can prove his innocence, 
and is willing to go into custody if he is 
wanted. 


A surprise may be sprung by the prose- 


cution in the introduction of Mrs. Golden 
as a witness, inasmuch as it has been the 
impression in reports sent ouf from Bar- 
boursville that Mrs. Golden was angry 
with her husband on account of his con- 
fession. 


The Republican 
adjutant general, 


Collier, denies the story that mines are

tram system at both sides of the rfver, 
EO that passengers oan be carried across 
the river without- leaving their seats in 
the oars. The work oTbuildrog the tow- 
ers-has already-been commenced, and-it 
is expected, that'thelbridge will be open 
for.trafflo'in IS'ineratyis' ttine. It'iBsaid 
that the oniy'.contrivance bearing any 
resemblance to tb'is "pont tranebor- 
dear" is in operation at Bilbao.—Cham- 
bers' Jonmal.' 


Correspondents Tell of Incidents 


In the Anglo-Boer War. 


H0¥ (JEN. OEONJE SUBBENDEEED. 


Maxell of Hl» Motley Band Acroug tlio 


Veldt — Tommy Atkins' Ueveranco 
Far the tlceen'H Chocolate Boxes. 
Love and the Life Belt—Deeds of u 
Galliuit Duke. 
Bennet Burleigh, war correspondent 


for the London Daily Telegraph, who 
la now with Lord Roberts' forces, sent 
from Osfontein a dispatch describing 
General Crouje's surrender. lie saya 
in part: 


Never was there a stranger array 


than Cronje's men marching under 
guard across the veldt. They were a 
motley garbed, tatterdemalion crew of 
all ages between GO and 10. Some were 
mounted upon' ponies. Most of them 
went afoot, bearing burdens of cloth- 
ing, blankets And pots and pans, their 
Boer lares and penates, from which 
they would not be separated. Many of 
them carried umbrellas of West Afri- 
can kingship-spread and hue, others 
dandy ginghams little bigger than par- 
asols. 


A sore vexed, silent, tobacco smoking 


multitude, they plodded along toward 
Modder river between a line upon ei- 
ther side of British soldiers. The col- 
umn had space enough, for the guard- 
ian 'troops were 70 yards apart, but 
there, was a small body in front as 
well as in rear, with outlying mounted 
vedettes. But the Boers had no heart 
to attempt to bolt in that weary, thirsty 
land. 
Besides, not a few professed 


satisfaction at having been captured. 
Our soldiers chatted with the Boers, 
and the prisoners were occasionally 
colloquial and friendly, as I found my- 
self. There appears to be little doubt 
that the Transvaalers and Free Staters 
are not on tbe best of terms. 


In the front marched the Buffs as an 


advance guard, and two half battalions 
of the guards went with them to Ja- 
cobsdal. From there General Wavell 
provided another escort into Modder 
River. 
Hajts were made during the 


day and at sundown, when the Boers 
had their rations issued. At night the 
troops took care not to let any of the 
prisoners escape. Lord Roberts treat- 
ed the leaders with great courtesy, and 
the headquarters staff found break- 
fast and lunch fofr all of them, which 
the prisoners apparently thoroughly 
relished. 
- Cronje is an elderly man of by no 
means striking appearance. 
When he 


was escorted to the headquarters camp 
at Paardeberg, Lord Roberts shook 
hands with him, saying, "I am glad to 
iave the opportunity of shaking hands 
with so brave a man." 
After a few 


more words the field marshal observ- 
ed, "It must be an unconditional sur- 
render," and Cronje, after hesitating a 
moment, replied, "Ja." 
Cronje, with 


his wife, grandson, another lady, his 
secretary (Mr. Reiz), Commandants Al- 
brecht and Wolmarans and the other 
leaders went ahead seven hours before 
the main body started. 
They, how- 


ever, rode in the same day into Modder 
River and entrained for Simon's Town. 


A vast number of Martini rifles were 


found in General Cronje's laager. This 
at first led us to believe that the Boers 
were running short of Mausfers, but 
many of the Boer prisoners declare 
that they prefer the old arm, to which 
their men are more accustomed. The 
Boer guns, four Krupps and oue "porn 
pom," which were captured, have all 
had their breech parts removed and 
thrown away. 
In more than one in- 


stance the damage was inflicted by the 
Boers after the white flags were hoist- 
ed. 
It is believed that the breech 


blocks of the cannon and many of the 
enemy's rifles were thrown into fie 
river. 
The small arms captured in- 


clude Mausers. Martinis aud Lee-Met- 
fords. The rifle ammunition numbers 
over 100,000 rounds, besides many 
shells. The "pom pom's" casing had 
been broken by a shrapnel. 


At the Orange river the London 


News' correspondent has recently been 
making determined attempts to buy 
one of the queen's chocolate boxes. He 
remarked casually to a gunner of the 
Horse artillery that the box he was 
carrying was a pretty one. The gun- 
ner admitted it was a very pretty box, 
and, "wots more, it ain't for sale." 


A corporal of the Essex regiment, 


asked what he wanted for his box, 
treated the question with silent con- 
tempt The correspondent then offer- 
ed one of the Buffs £2 for his treasure. 
But sentiment once more prevailed. 
'Ton sendin it "ome," said our Buff. 
"I promised the ole woman"—he 'tvas a 
reservist—"'tain't because I couldn't 
do with the blimey thick uns, an—no, 
it's the ole lady's gift, an I might be 
buried without gittin a medal an I've 
got this, an any'ow, guv'nor, bop in 
there's no offense, I'll send it 'ome."

NEW MAILING MACHINE. 


A Bforel Chnrch Scheme, 


A novel method of securing a fund 


of §108.000 for the Baptist temple in 
Philadelphia has been undertaken by 
the Rev. Russell H. Conwell, the pas- 
tor, and a committee of prominent 
members of the congregation. 
The 


plaS, according to the Philadelphia 
Review, is to place in artistic panel 
designs on the inside walls of the up- 
per temple 108,000 glazed tiles, most 
of them 2 by 4 inches in size, upon 
which will be indented the name of the 
person contributing. The little bricks 
or tiles are to vary in value from $1 to 
$100 each. There will be 100,000 tiles 
of a creamy color and 8,000 of a larger 
and darker tint. The latter will be 
used to fashion pretty borders for the 
tiles of lighter hue. The pulpit will 
be constructed of the same material 
and given as*a memorial. The walls 
in the rear of the pulpit will also be 
ornamented with the tiling.

Topetu Man Invents o Device Useful 


to Nevrsipaper Publishers. 


Robert Maxwell, the- Topeka Capital's 


pressman, has perfected a new mail- 
ing machine and received his patent 
papers from the patent offices of the 
United States and foreign countries. 
The machine is a rapid addressing ma- 
chine to be attached to perfecting 
presses. It will address the papers as 
fast as the perfecting press to which 
it is attached will run. 


Mr. Maxwell has been working on ' 


the design of tiio machine about two 
years. He bus been in the newspaper 
business for 20 years, during which 
time there have been radical improve- 
ments in every form of machinery ex- 
cept mailing apparatus around a print- 
ing office, and this fact set him to 
studying out liis design. 


The new mailing machine is a belt of 


steel links in each of which a specially 
prepared linotype slug is inserted. Tlie 
belt runs on a wheel over which the 
paper passes. 
Au arm strikes each 


linotype slug, printyig the address on 
the paper, tbe ink being furnished by 
a roller which runs between the belt 
and the paper. Tbe machine is attach- 
ed to the press in such a way that the 
paper is addressed while it is being 
folded the third time. 


The belts are made up in routes and 


wound on a reel similar to a roll of 
paper. These are so arranged that the 
routes can be changed without stop- 
ping the press. 
In case the paper 


should break a lever is thrown, and 
the mailing machine is stopped imme- 
diately. 


The total weight of the machine is 


less than 25 pounds. As it win run 
as fast as a perfecting press it will in- 
crease the rapidity of mailing about 
fourfold, tbe present mailing process 
of pasting labels on the margin of pa- 
pers being limited to about 5,000 per 
hour. 


Mr. Maxwell Ijas been the pressman 


of The Capital for 12 years. He has 
l:cpt his plans a secret during the two 
years lie has been studying out his de- 
sign, as many attempts to perfect mail- 
ing machines have been made in the 
past, though with no success. There 
is a fortune in his ne'w machine if it 
proves a success, as no doubt it will, 
as one of the machines has been at- 
tached to Tbe Capital press and has 
given satisfaction.

••aw err. merit. To understand what Jef-

ferson himself meant, we must Inaulr* 
what sort of a government he was en- 
g-aged In setting up at the time wheti 
he penned th« declaration, and what he 
subsequently did when, he was wesi- 
dent of the United States. Mr. Lodee 
begtns by reminding: us that, in '1776. 
negro slaves, or free persons of African 
descent, constituted about a Quarter of 
our population, and that the consent of 
not one of them to thep reposed revo- 
lutionary * government was secured. 
Neither were the wliite women, or the 
white children under age, consulted. 
Even of the white adult males, a con- 
siderable »art were treated as if they 
were non-existent, for no such thing 
as manhood suffrage existed in any of 
the 13 colonies, the franchise beins 
everywhere limited by property or oth- 
er Qualifications. 
Even of the white 


adult males who were allowed to vote* 
a large part—John Adams said abaut 
one-half—were opposed to the declara- 
tion of independence. There Is no doubt 
that the so-called loyalists or toriea 
formed a numerical nmjoritv In soone 
of the colonies, and a formidable mi- 
nority 
in 
others. 
We see, then, 


that, if the consent of all the governed 
is indispensable to make a <rovernmeht 
a just one, the political system estab- 
lished by the declaration was very 
far from satisfying the definition. Cu- 
riously enough, as Mr. Lodge reminds 
us, within two years after the declara- 
tion was uttered, the treaty drawn, by 
Benjamin Franklin and concluded be- 
tween the United States arid France 
provided thai the former power might 
subjug-ate Canada and the Bahamas. 
and hold them as "dependencies," or, in 
other words, without the consent of the 
inhabitants. In the same year, George 
Rogers Clarke contiuered the Illinois 
country, and carried our boundaries to 
the Mississippi on the west and to the 
Great Lakes on the north. In this re- 
gion were many French inhabitants, 
yet their consent was never asked, 
when, five years later, they were ceded 
to us under the treaty of Paris. Mr. 
Lodge goes on to recall that when Jef- 
ferson himself became president, there 
were some 30..000 white men of French 
or Spanish blood settled at the mouth 
of the Mississippi and in its neighbor- 
hood, who notoriously regarded our 
government with anything but good- 
will. Yet their consent was not asked 
when the:: were turned over to us by 
the Louisiana purchase. Again, in 1819. 
President Monroe and his secretary of 
state, John 
Quincy Adams, 
bought 


Florida without requiring the consent 
of the g-overned, and congress gave the 
president power to govern the new ter- 
ritory absolutely in the very terms em- 
ployd by a previous Congress when it 
conferred a like authoritv on Jefferson. 
Again, in 1848, there were many Mexi- 
cans living within the vast territory 
which we acquired by the treaty of 
Guadaloupe Hidalgo, yet 
we 
never 


asked their consent to the establish- 
ment of our ^ovemment over Ihem. 
Finally, in 1S67, the treaty by which we 
secured Alaska from. Russia, expressly 
excepted the native uncivilized tribes 
from the privileges granted to the 
white inhabitants. Such beins: the rec- 
ord of American expansion, Mr. Lodge 
deems it absurd to sav that we have 
ever made the consent of inhabitants a 
condition precedent to the acquisition 
cif territory. 
We have uniformly pro- 


ceeded on the assumption that we 
should 2ive the inhabitants of ceded 
territory a far better government than 
they had ever previously known, and 
that, when they should have experienc- 
ed its blessings, they would be most 
reluctant to lose them. We have ac- 
quired new domain -with upright inten- 
tions, and we have never failed to car-' 
ry out those intentions to the satisfac- 
tion of all concerned, and, with such a 
record, there is no ground to apprehend 
any breach of duty on our r>art toward 
the Filipinos. Our duty, cf course, will 
not require us—on the contrary, it will 
forbid 
us—to establish 
a 
uniform 


scheme of government throug-hTut the 
archipelago. All who have given any 
attention to the subject are aware that 
the 
islanders 
exhibit 
innumerable 


grades of savagery, barbarism a,nd civ- 
ilization. The system adapted to the 
most civilized nativt-s of Luzon, or of 
the Visayan islands, would be by no 
means adapted to Mindanao, and, even 
in Luzon itself, there are tribes below 
the level of the American Indians. We 
must adapt our plans of rrovernment 
to the stage of culture reached by each 
section of the governed, as we have 
done in th case of New Mexico, the In- 
dian Territory and Alaska, which coun- 
tries present different grades of ap- 
proach to civilization, and should, 
therefore, be differently governed.

For the year 1900 the commission has 


recommended

This sum 
is believed to be necessary and suffi- 
cient for the proper extension of the , 
great system of state highways, of 
which already more than 250 miles 
have been constructed. Concerning 
them the report of a year ago Is 
quoted: "They are so uistributed over 
the commonwealth that nearly every 
community enjoys their advantage and 
haa had an opportunity to Judgeof their 
quality. They have received unstinted 
praise from the best authorities In 
o'ther parts of the country and the state 
of Massachusetts 
Is everywhere re- 


garded as the leader in the important 
work of public road improvements' in 
which the whole country has been so 
much Interested during1 the past few 
years." 


The commissioners make this com- 


ment: "In the last report reference 
was made to the practice of sending 
large numbers of pf0»plt» to represent a 
town or oity in advocating the taking 
of a certain street as a state hig-hway. 
In many instances towns have g-one to 
the expense of employing1 attorneys to 
speak for them and conduct a resular 
examination of witnesses, as before a 
court. While the commission does not 
wish to restrict in the least the rights 
and privileges which local authorities 
have enjoyed in this respect it is of 
opinion that there is often much use- 
less expenditure -of money and time in 
the presentation, of the merits of in- 
dividual petitions. Three or four or 
five men well informed as to local con- 
ditions and requirements1, will gen- 
erally make a stronger presentation of 
the arguments in favor of a petition 
than would be possible with ten times 
their number. The employment of le- 
gal representatives is wholly unneces- 
sary, and local authorities should en- 
deavor to bring to the commission the 
actual facts relating- to the condition 
and importance of the highway. Upon 
these facts the 
commission, tries to 


decide the relative importance of the 
various roads petitioned for."—Boston 
Transcript.

MYSTERY OF FUNSTON'S PIN i 


Lost In Alaskan Hirer, It Turns Vf 


In a Washington Hall. 


Captain. Charles W. Filer of the pen- 


sion office has been the means of re- 
turning to General Fred FunBton, the 
gallant Kansau of river swimming 
fame, a lost fraternity piu under con- 
ditions as peculiar as they are myste- 
rious, says the Washington Post 


The plu is the emblem of the Phi 


Delta Theta fraternity and was lost 
years a'go by the capsizing of a boat 
while General Funston was in Alaska 
on a government mission. 
The pin 


was attached to a vest, and the vest 
was In a knapsack. When the boat 
upset, Funston and his Eskimo com- 
panion saved themselyes, but all their 
belongings we/e supposed to be at the 
bottom of the river. 


One day last summer workmen were 


tearing up the floor of the old Ice rink 
in Convention hall, and a negro fouijd 
a peculiar badge with the name "Fred- 
erick Funatou" engraved upon its back. 
Captain Filer heard of the incident on 
the very day that the story of Fun- 
ston's swimming episode was given to 
the world. The identity of the names 
struck him as peculiar, and it occurred 
to him that the pin might belong to 
the Kansas fighter. When he heard 
that Funston was returning to the 
States, he wrote a letter that met the 
general at San Francisco. In this let- 
ter were a pencil sketch of the pin and 
the story of how it was found. 


Captain Filer received no answer to 


his letter and had about forgotten the 
circumstance until a few days ago, 
when a letter reached him that bore 
date of last October. It had been re- 
turned through the dead letter office, 
and Mrs. Funston had made inquiry as 
to who Captain Filer was and redirect- 
ed It The letter was from General 
Funston and was as follows: 


"The badge of which you speak in 


your recent letter was lost by me in 
Alaska several ^years ago. It is-cer- 
tainly very much of a mystery how it 
ever reached Washington. 1 recognize 
It from the description you have given 
me. It is the badge of a college fra- 
ternity to which I belong. I would be 
under the greatest obligation to you if 
you would get hold of It and send it 
to me, even If it is necessary to pay 
something to the man who now has it, 
although he is in no way entitled to 
it and has no right to wear the badge 
of a society of which he is not a mem- 
ber. Thanking you most sincerely for 
your kindness, I am." 


Captain Filer hunted up the negro 


who had found the pin and secured 
possession of it by paying him §2. It 
is now on Its way to General Funston. 
How it found its way from an Alaskan 
river to a Washington skating rink is 
a mystery that may never be solved.

CENSUS OF FINE STOCK. 


Pure Bred Farm Animals to Be In- 


cluded In Enmneratorsi:15clie<lnles. 
An enumeration of pure bred farm 


animals in the United States •will be a 
part of the twelfth census, says the 
Washington Post. {The main schedule 
for agritulture provides for returning 
"the number June 1, 1900, of all pure 
blooded animals recorded or eligible to 
record on the farm." 


While the treasury department, in 


administering the tariff laws relative 
to pure bred animals, does not accept 
the verbal statements of owners or 
agents, but requires certified evidence 
in writing of the pedigree claimed, the 
census enumerator will be compelled to 
rely pretty generally if not wholly 
upon verbal replies as to whether stock 
Is pure bred. The customs division of 
the federal government recognizes the 
certificates of the publishers of about 
80 American and perhaps 78 foreign 
herdbooks. The census office will, of 
course, recognize the validity of the 
same registers. 


As several nionths must elapse be- 


fore the census of live stock will be 
taken, Director Herriam requests that 
all who are not certain whether their 
unregistered animals are grade, or pure 
bred and "eligible to record," take 
steps definitely to settle the point, and 
thus be prepared without hesitation to 
give the enumerator accurate Informa- 
tion relative to this Interesting inquiry.

The way to 
give it is to drain off the albumen from 
an opening about half an inch in diam- 
eter at the small end of the egg, the

Repeat every hour or 


two.

SEEK FREE DOCTORS. 


Some Queer Experience* In the Pnblia 


Dlspensarie* of New York. 


The least hope of any change in this 


charity to all policy is with those dis- 
pensaries that are bountifully endowed. 
The leading institution of this class in • 
New York oity is located ou the west 
side, and, in view of its defiant abase 
of all kinds of medioal cbarity, bas 
earned for itself the unenviable sobri- 
quet of the "diamond dispensary." It 
has such a high reputation for the num- 
ber and pecuniary ability of its patients 
that it would appear to be rather a 
credit than a disgrace to receive its out- 
rageously misdirected charity. Suob at 
least is the inevitable conclusion that 
may be based upon the large average of 
well to do people who claim daily the 
benefits of free medical treatment so 
lavishly and indiscriminately furnished 
to all who apply. Many of these visitors 
aie from out of town districts and will 
pay several dollars for oar fare, will ask 
for a written diagnosis of their disease 
and an extra prescription, and will then 
complain if they are kept waiting be- 
yond the ^iime for their return train. 
The examining doctor is content to ride 
to the dispensary in a horse oar; the pa- 
tient comes and returns in a cab. It is 
no longer a joke to refer to the display 
of diamonds or the number of women 
clad in sealskins in the patients' wait- 
ing room, nor does it appear to be un- 
likely that, in the near future, conven- 
iences will not be required for checking 
bicycles and distributing carriage num- 
bers in the order of the different ar- 
rivals. In this connection, the follow- 
ing description by an eyewitness in the 
waiting room of this dispensary may be 
interesting: 


"The reception room held about 200 


at a time. 
Nobody ,vas turned away. 


Fully 50 per cent of the applicants were 
well dressed, and 10 per cent of them 
were finely dressed. Three woman wore 
fur ooats thnf; had not been handed 
down from somebody else. There was 
an attractive display of fine millinery, 
and the men, more than half of them, 
bore no evidences of poverty. But all 
obtained free treatment supposed to be 
given to paupers—'poor persons.1 " 


Such instances as the following carry 


with them their own moral: 


"During the examination of a dis- 


pensary patient a roll of bills dropped 
from her pocket. The doctor picked it 
up and remarked, 'Madam, this is a 
free dispensary,-and as you are able to 
pay a fee for medical advice I must de- 
cline to treat yon here.' 'Well,' replied 
the woman, '£hat money is for some- 
thing else. You are paid by the city 
and must prescribe for me.' On being 
assured that the doctor received no sal- 
ary from any source, the patient became ' 
indignant .and protested that she WPS 
entitled to attention equally with the 
'lady' who had preceded her and from 
whom she bad rented a house the week 
before."—Dr. George F. Shrady in 
forum. 


How They Wash. 


The hardest worked washerwomen 


in the world are the Koreans. They 
have to wash about a dozen dresses for 
their husbands, and inasmuch as every 
man wears pantaloons or drawers so 
boggy that they come up to his neck 
like those of a clown they have plenty 
to do. The washing is usually done in 
cold water 
and often 
in running 


streams. The clothes are pounded with 
paddles until they shine like a shirt 
front fresh from a Chinese laundry. 


The Japanese rip their garments 


apart for every washing, and they iron 
their clothes by spreading them on a 
flat board and leaning this up against 
the house to dry. The sun takes the 
wrinkles out of the clothes, and some 
of them have quite a luster. The Jap- 
anese woman does her washing out of 
doors. Her washtub is not more than 
six inches high and is about as big 
around as the average dishpan. She 
gets the dirt out of the clothes by rub- 
bing them between her hands. She 
sometimes uses Japanese soap, which 
is full of grease, and works away with 
her bare feet. The Chinese girls' do 
their washing in much the same way. 


The washing in Egypt is usually done 


by the men. The Egyptian washerman 
stands naked on the banks of the Nile 
and slaps the wet clothes, with a noise 
like the shot of a pistol, on tho smooth 
stones at the edge of the running water, 
and such fellah women as wash pound 
the dirt out of their clothes in the game 
way. 


Frenchwomen pound the dirt out with 


paddles, often slamming the clothes up- 
on stones, as the Egyptians do.—Es- 
chauge. 


The Energy of a Cyclone. 


The primary cause of the low baro- 


metric pressure which marks the storm 
center and establishes the cyclone is ex- 
pansion of the air through excess of 
temperature, the heated air, rising in- 
to cold upper regions, has a portion of 
its vapor condensed into clouds, and 
now a new dynamic factor is added, for 
each purticle of vapor, in condensing, 
gives up its modicum of latent heat. 
Each pound of vapor thus liberates, ac- 
cording to Professor Tyndall's estimate, 
enough heat to melt five pounds of cast 
iron, so the amount given out where 
large masses of cloud are forming must 
enormously add to the convection* cur- 
rents of the air, and hence to the storm 
developing power of the forming cy- 
clone. It is dopbted whether a storm 
could attain, much less continue, the 
terrific force of that most dreaded of 
winds of temperate zones, the tornado, 
without the aid of those great masses of 
condensing vnpol which always accom- 
pany it in tho form of stormolouds.— 
H. S. Williams, M. D., in Harper's 
Magazine.

In- 
terest in tins part of the play waned 
sligbklp, 89 far as tne kuighte of the 
key trete cftnoerned, when it was found 
that the telegraphing, while it sounded 
very r<*l to the uninitiated, was nothing 
bat a eucoession of mean in gloss clicks. 


Why it waa expected that there should 


be real telegraphing any more than 
there should be real killing' on tho stage 
was explained by an old operator re- 
cently. "There lingers in the mind of 
all the older men in the business," said 
he, "toe memory of the telegraphing 
scene in Oliver Dond Byron's play, 
'Aorosa the Continent, ' in which a gen- 
uine operator was substituted for the 
actor long enough to tick out a wetaome 
to any member of the profession who 
might be in the audience. It was at 
Mrs. John Drew's old Arch Street thea- 
ter '.n Philsdslpbir., about 15 years ago. 
Every night the man on the stage would 
spell out: 'Good evening, boys I If you 
are all feeling well, rap out an answer 
on the iron support of the seat in front 
of you. All together, now — one, two, 
three. Go!' 


"The rest of the audience were be- 


wildered by the ticking all over the 
house, and it was great fun for the boys 
and a shrewd move on the part of the 
management, for it attracted telegra- 
phers in great force. They enjoyed the 
pnazled expression of the people, who 
couldn't understand the unanimity of 
the answer from the gallery, orchestra 
and lobby. Of course the talk between 
the stage and the house was not con- 
fined to this salutation. It was on all 
sorts of topics, usually in the form of 
an interrogation, with a request for a 
simultaneous answer. 
The story has 


been told to the younger men, and 
whenever a play is produced in which 
a telegraph key figures they like to see 
if the experience will be repeated. " — 
New York Mail and Exppress. 


BARONIAL PARKS. 


The Extent of Some Which Surround-th» 


Houses of English Noblemen. 


An article in The Cornhill Magazine 


on the cost of maintaining country 
houses contains some extremely inter- 
esting particulars about the size of 
noblemen's parks. One hardly likes, 
the writer say^, to guess the cost of re- 
pairs to the loose stone wall around 
Badminton park, high enough to pre- 
vent a deer leaping it and inclosing 986 
deer. At Welbeck there are 10)£ miles 
of iron fencing around the three deer 
parks. Thoresby park is 12 miles 
around. 


Though the deer have -been removed 


or destroyed in no less.^than 50 parks 
since 1867 there are 404 deer parks and 
paddocks in England and Wales alone, 
and 8 of these are over 2,000 acres. 
Savernake is 4,000 acres. There are 
many over 1,000 acres. The area has 
an additional interest for the owner, 
because the bigger the park the more 
gates and lodges and roads it needs, 
and park roads, except town roads, are 
the dearest in this country. 


In parks like Bridge, with 2,500 


acres; Knowsley, 2,000 acres; Blen- 
heim, 2,254 acres; Tattonj 2,000 acres, 
and others of less size, the mileage of 
roads, unless their numbers were kept 
down, would rival those of a moderate 
parish. 


The lowest number by .which a great 


house and its garden parks and acces- 
sories can be served and kept up is from 
60 to ,60 men. Of these great houses 
there are not less than 900 in England, 
Wales and Scotland. Those of the third 
magnitude have a minimum staff of 50 
men. Those of the second magnitude, 
some of them very large and splendid 
houses, almost or quite reaching the 
first dimensions, employ from 90 to 150 
or 175 men. Beyond these are the stars 
of the first magnitude, real palaces, 
maintaining from 200 to, in one case— 
not Chatsworth—more than 600 men in 
the performance of work, other than 
industrial or agricultural, in the serv- 
ice of the owner. 


An International Engagement. 


"Announcement is made," says the 


Boston Transcript, "of i the engagement 
of Sir John Aiusworth, her majesty's 
special comraissioaer in British east. 
Africa, to Miss Ina Scott, formerly of 
West Philadelphia. Miss Scott is a sister 
of the late Rev, P. Cameron Scott, who 
was director and founder of the African 
Inland mission. She went out to Africa 
under the auspices of the Philadelphia 
missionary council a little more than a 
year ago with her father and mother, 
her sistur, Miss Margaret, being already 
on the missionary field. Sir John Aius- 
worth took a deep interest in the work 
of the mission and aided materially in 
the foundation of mission stations. He 
formed a close attachment for the ear- 
nest young missionary, the Rev. P. 
Cameron Scott, who died on the mis- 
eionary field last winter. Sir John and 
Lady Ainsworth will probably not re- 
main in British east Africa. They are 
now at Machaki, but it is expected that 
Sir John •will return to England at the 
close of his special governmental mis- 
sion IU f . 


Gay Wall Papers. 


The shops of the decorators show a 


decided return to gay effects in wall 
papers and seem to indicate that the 
reign of negative bacfcgrounds for rooms 
is seriously interfered with if not fin- 
ished. A yellow figured paper, that is 
almost an orange tint, hangs next to one 
of deep red, which, in its turn, gives 
place to a rich and vivifying green. 
These are, any of them, to bo used fash- 
ionably with white woodwork.

Commissioners Adopt all of 


Last Years Rules and 


Call for Applications 


MUST ALL BE HI BY APRIL 5 


Number of Bottlers' Licenses and Fees 


Remain the Same. More Discus- 


sion of the Additional Licenses 


Based on This Year's 


Census 


Liquor license applications are now 


in order, the license commissioners hav- 
ing1 met Saturday afternoon instead of 
waiting till this week and settled all 
the preliminary questions. This was a 
simple matter, as there is absolutely no 
change from the rules of last year. The 
number and fees of the licenses remain 
the same. 


The board issues notice today that 


applications for licenses will be re- 
ceived up to and including April 5, 
after which no applications will be con- 
sidered. The fees will be as established 
last year, first class, $1300; fourth class, 
$700; fifth class, $1000; sixth class or 
drug- store license, $1. 


As the first and fourth class must be 


taken together, the saloon license will 
be $2000. Only two boilers' licenses will 
be issued, leaving as at present 17 sa- 
loon licenses to be given out, and as at 
present fifth class licenses will not be 
issyfed to holders of first and fourth 
class licenses. 
No changes in partners or firm names 
will be 'allowed by the commissioners 
after the applications have been filed 
and published. The commissioners also 
announce that they cannot be consulted 
on matters pertaining to the licenses 
except at such times as they are in 
session. 


Although there is no change in the 


number of saloon licenses to be given 
out, 
it is expected that the number of 


hotel licenses will be increased by the 
granting of one to the Darrow, leaving 
one less for the separate saloons. It is 
expected that the Darrow will apply 
for a license, and it is geenrally be- 
lieved that there will be no opposition 
to it, although some time ago it was 
rumored that there might be on ac- 
count of the location of the hotel. As 
the commissioners are understood to 
favor hotels over saloons, 
there 
is 


ground for the belief that the hotel bar 
rooms will be added to by one. 


Aside from this, the rumors of pos- 


sible changes in the business have not 
taken definite shape as yet. 


There is considerable speculation over 


the question of granting additions: 1 li- 
censes later this year when the re- 
sults of the censifs are made known, as 
mentioned in this paper last week. It 
is believed that the announcement of 
the census results will be made soon 
after the first of August, and in all 
probability the commissioners will de- 
cide to grant the aditional licenses al- 
lowed for the re.st of the year. This 
will leave room for hope on the part of 
those who are refused licenses for the 
full year. 


In connection with the licenses, the 


term of Commissioner Gaylord expires 
this year, and it is possible that he will 
be appointed to succeed himself.

Land for Separate Cath- 


olic Cemetery Here 


WILL BE CALLED ST, 
JOSEPH'S 


Announcement Made in St. 
Francis 


Church Sunday. Brown Farm Op. 


posite Southview Bought for 


$6500. To b2 Consecra- 


ted by Bishop 


The announcement was made in St. 


Francis church Sunda.y morning by 
Rev. C. E. Burke that land for a Ca- 
tholic cemetery had been purchased op- 
posite the city's Southview cemetery, 
to be known at St Joseph's cemetery. 
It will be laid out in lots as soon as 
possible, ami will then be consecrated 
by Bishop Beaven. 


This announcement is one of much 


interest to the city at large as well as 
to St. Francis parish. North Adams 
has been remarkable in that it has had 
no Catholic cemetery in its history, 
while two large panshes have grown 
up here. The need of a secrate ceme- 
tery, which the Catholics h;.ve almost 
in every place, has long- been felt, but 
not until within a couple of weeks have 
negotiations been under way for the 
securing of one. Last Thursday the 
final papers were passjd by which the 
church comes into possession of 16M: 
acres c-f beautifully situated land op- 
posite Southview, a little over a mile 
south from the center of the city. 


The land was purchased of C. A. 


Brown through George N. Rich, the 
property being what has been known 
as the Brown farm. The price r>aid 
was $6500. 
The property stands, as 


does aJl church property in the Spring- 
field diocese, k> the name of Bishop 
Beaven, who was here to look the prop- 
erty over. 


The plans have not yet be»n drawn 


for developing the property, and the 
date for its consecration has not been 
set. This will be done by the bishop, 
and will probably be the occasion of 
interesting- services. 


The property is meadow land, and 


is well adapted for improvement that 
will make of it a most beautiful ceme- 
tery, and the parish is extremely for- 
tunate in its choice. 


In connection with the opening- of the 


new cemtery there will be no general 
removal of bodies from Hillside and 
Sciuthview, and those members of the 
parish who own lots in those two ceme- 
teries will in all probability- continue 
to use them, unless their pe:?onal pre- 
ference leads them to disnnse of the 
lots and secure nei^ ones in St. J JsepV1^ 
cemetery. 
Hereafter, however, it is 


expected that new lots will be pur-
